Prom the Mobile Tribune of Priday,; 
(jn the last day of the session, atter 
prayer, the Moderator announced the 
order of the evening to be the report 
of the Committee on Sustentation, 
Which was read by Dr. MePhaill, the 
chairman of the Comuittee. The re- 
wrt commended the zeal exhibited 
the several Conunitices of the Pres- 
bytery, and the growing liberality of 
the several churches. in view of the 
oppressed condition of the country it 
became necessary to provide for the 
sustentation of Ministers. ft approved 
the by-laws and the amendments pro- 
posed, and named the members of the 
com mittee for the present year. 
Dr. Wilson then addressed the As- 
<emibly in support of the report. On- 
the close of the war many ministers 
were compelled to resort to secular 
pursuits a8 @ means Qt support, and 
this plan of sustentation was devised 
us a meaps of saving the large body 
of the churches, and but for this plan, 
two-thirds of the thirteen hundred 
churches would ba ye. lost their organ- 
ization, and been buried in’ ecclesi- 
astical anarchy. But we were now 
the most united church on the conti- 
nent. Ministerial force was the great 
object to be obtained—this ministerial 
force has been diminishing, but the-re- 
ports now indicated the most cheer- 
ing results—-the disposition to support 
the ministry is improving, and every: 
effort is making to raise the amount 
necessary to the sustenance of minis- 
| ters, and in this respect he believed we 
were in adyance of any other church 
on the continent of America.

Hlesays that, in accordance 
with the act of July 20, 1868; section five, 
persons setting up stills for the cdistilla- 
tion ef brandy from fruit, without having 
imynédiately registered the same on form 
26 in duplicate, must pay «a penalty of 
five hpndred dollars, and in addition, if 
convicted for this breach 6f the law, they 
will be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars, with imprisonment not less than one 
month normore than two years, besides 
forfeiture of land and property in and 
round the distillery.

Hesays that, in accordance 
with the act of July 20, 1868, section five, 
persons setting up stills for the distilla- 
tion of brandy from fruit, without having 
immediately registered the same on form 
26 in duplicate, must pay a penalty of 
five hpndred dollars, and in addition, if 
convicted for this breach of the law, they 
will be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars, with imprisonment not less than one 
month nor more than two years, besides 
forfeiture of land and property in and 
round the distillery. 

Indiana is becoming iniportant as a to- 
bacco-producing State. In the counties 
of Washington, Orange, Dubois, Greene, 
Daviess, Martin, Gibson, Warrick, Pike, 
Knox, Spencer, Perry, Crawford and Har- 
rison, it is cultivated upon almost every 
farm, At the little town of Huntingdon, 
in Dubois county, there are four extensive

THE FEDERAL DEAD. 


The Decoration of the Graves Yesterday. 


immense Lrowd at the National Cemetery. 


Yesterday being the day set apart as an 
anniversary in commemoration of the 
Federal dead, in accordance with the pro- 
gramme published in the APPEAL yester- 
day morning, the Grand Army of the Re- 
publie and the various ‘‘ Union ”’ societies, 
white and colored, repaired to the Na- 
tional Cemetery penenital which are situ- 
ated some six miles fromthe city on the 
Memphis and Lonisville road. ‘The day, 
while not all that could have been desired 
for such an oceasion, was sufliciently 
pleasant to bring out 2 vast crowd, and 
the first train which went out to the 
greundsat 10 o’clock, went loaded down 
with a living freight, as did each succes- 
sive train (running at intervals of an 
hour), until by two o’¢lock, at which time 
the ceremonies commenced, not less than 
five thousand persons had assembled in 
the beautiful ‘city of the dead ’’—the 
greater part by far being negroes, ary 

The ceremonies were entirely under the 
management of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Judge Harry 8. Lee being Pres- 
ident, R. F. Patterson, Marshal, and J. H. 
Purdy, Dewitt Stearns and Marion Cainp- 
bell, Assistant Marshals. : 

Immense quantities of flowers were 
borne out by the visitors, and long before 
the regular exercises eommenced, there 
was not a erave in that vast concourse of 
them (over fifteen thousand, we are told, ) 
that had been neglected. We gave last 
vear a description of the cemetery and the 
arrangement of the graves, and we will, 
therefore, not now repeat it. ‘The central 


mound, around which are buried 
the officers of the army = and the 
navy, seemed to have received more 


of the floral offerings than any other por- 
tion. colored graves, which occupy 
the rear of the cemetery, were all cared 
for by their people, many of them being 
quite covered with flowers. 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
by the Rey. , Which was followed by 
music, after which the opening address 
was delivered by President Lee. It wasa 
finished effort aud reflected considerable 
credit on the well-known talents of the 
speaker. After aselection by the band, 
the President introduced Judge Pierce, 
the orator of the day, who delivered a 
splendid oration, which was listened to 
with close and marked attention by every 
person onthe ground, Mr, Craig reada 
selected poem at.theclose of Judge Pierce's 
address, and the regular order of exer- 
cises was closed by an address from Dr, A. 
T. Shaw, which was a tribute to the 
‘Common Soldier,’’ and from which we 
make the following extracts: 

Here in this city of the dead, where 
underneath our feet there is only mould- 
ering dust which once formed the frail 
tenements of souls now disembodied and 
sitting serenely above us in perfect equal- 
itv and fraternity, in the presence oftheir 
Great Commander, where titles and ranks 
and epaulettes and stars and eagles give 
no elevation and confer no distinction, 
where the pale king who, : 

“With equal hand strikes wide the door 

Of palace of the rich and hovel of the 

poor,” 

has thus secured to allan eternal equality 
of rank and honor; here in the presence 
of the mortal dust and. the immortal 
spirit, it seems tome eminently fit and 
proper that we should give worthy recog- 
nition to the virtues and heroism of the 
common soldiers. [ mean the men who 
earried the musket, the. cartridge-box, 
the haversack and the knapsack; who 
inade weary marches through dust and 
mud, through heat and cold, amid rain 
and snow, in search of the enemies of 
their country; and, when battle was 
ordered, shouldered the additional burden 
of three days* cooked rations and ferty 
rounds of ainmunition, pushed, their way 
fearlessly to the front, not choosing or be- 
ing able to choose sate and sheltered posi- 
tions, when others could execute what 
they might order, but, inarching boldly 
into the very jaws of death, cheert@ly 
offered their noble lives a sacrifice to'save 
their beloved country. ‘Theirs was a 
the grandest inspiration that ever filled 
the souls of men. 


No army that ever battled for the right 
or the wrong, since the world began, ever 
had such a common soldiery as the Union 
army. Inits ranks were represented all 
the grades and castes of society; all the 
occupations, employments and profes- 
sions of men; all degrees of intelligence 
and education, and almiost all the nations 
and races of men. The causes of the war, 


eonduct of the war, the plans of 
paigns, the merits and demerits of siates- 
‘men and generals were discussed as intel- 
ligently ayd understood as clearly and as 
thoroughly in the tents of the soldiers as 
at the quarters of the generals, Our sol- 
diers*were no blind machines urged and 
driven to an unknown work. When they 
marched, they knew whither they were 
going. When thev: moved on flank or 
front they knew the purpose of their 
movement. They often comprebended 
the situation as clearly as their contmand- 
ing officers who had a wider range and 
better opportunities for observation. 
Witness what took place at Mission Ridge, 
when our troops attacked the center of 
the enemy's position. They were ordered 
to charge certain points and carry a few 
batteries. When they had done this they 
saw that victory was within their reach, 
and without waiting for orders, with ex- 
ultant shouts they spontaneously rushed 
onward and converted the enemy's fall- 
ing back intoa panic and a rout. The 
soldiers ,themselves took command anc 
tinished the victory, and they took care 
to make it so positive and complete that 
no studied and glossed reports were neces? 
sary to demonstrate that it was something 
more thanone of those drawn battles of 
which some of our generals had had so 
many, With such questionable results for 
their country’s welfare and their own 
reputations. 


When a difficult work wasto be accon- 
plished; for which some extraordinary 
skill or knéwledge was required, it? was 
‘only necessary to announce what was de- 
sired, and mechanics, engineers and 
skilled artisans were found by sceres to 
assist and perfect the plans and eperations 
ofthe Generals. How manyan Adjutant- 
General was’ complimented for the neat- 
hess and aecuracy of his reports, which 
were wholly supervised aut prepared by 
some smooth-faced. detailed private. 
How many an incompetent Quartermas. 
ter was saved from hopeless entanglement 
in his accounts by the intelligence and 
skill of his unknown clerk, who was dis- 
tinguished only by descriptive rolls 
of his company. The.elegant correspond- 
ence of some officers highin rank owed its 
excellence entirely to some lucky detail. 

The speaker concluded with an expres- 
sion of the conviction that the country 
needed no stadning armies and no soi- 
diery that make war a trade and arms a 
profession, It is enough, said he, for the 
country to be in danger, and utter her cries 
for help. The men who own the country 
will come fromi every mountain, come 
from every hill and valley, and there will 
be only the delay of finding Generals who 
are fit, or teaching those who are unfit, to 
lead them. 

At the close of the exercises, the crowd 
commenced to disperse and to return to 
town, many of them. however, getting 
caught inthe heavy rain which eame up 
during theafternoon, 

The whole affair passed off very pleas- 
antly and quietly, having been ‘entirely 
free from someé Of the disagreeable scenes 
ofthe previous year. The only ‘accident 
of the day was the breaking down of a 
platform or bench, by which a good many 
persons had a little tumble, no one being 
seriously hurt. 

The only feature in the whole day's cer- 
emonies which we feel compelled to rep- 
rehend was the marching of one squad of 
negro men along the sidewalk on Main 
street, after returning, With a negro with 
adrawnsword preceding them. Wecould 
see no oceasion for anything of the sort, 
and think it would have been far better 
left ont.

DARING OUTRAGE. 


A Citizen Shot on His Own Premises by a 
Negro Thief. 


The Villain Recognized, but Makes his 
Escape. | 


The boldness and impunity wigh which 
crime of every deseription is cominitted 
by the fegro element in our midst, every 
day becomes more and more alarming. 
Having, as they think, (and very correct- 
ly think) the judiciary on their side*there 
is no limit to the audacity of their out- 
rages. Taught by the miserable vermin 
who have come among them, as political 
leaders, that the white people of the South 
have no rights that they are bound to re- 
spect, that theirsole duty isto the Radi- 
‘al party and keeping them in power, 
hundreds and thousands of negro men, 
instead of being at work in the fields as 
producers, have inthe city, 
and spend their days anda portion of their 
nights in discussmMg politics and assisting 
inthe frauds whith have foisted on the 
people rulers the most corrupt and infa- 
mous the world has ever seen. Their 
only means of support is stealing—robbing 
these people, whom they have already 
robbed of their birthright—of the hard- 
earned produce of the sweat of their brow. 
There are tive hundred negroes in this city 
who depend on stealing alone for a sub- 
sistence, 

Some weeks ago a gentleman living in 
the suburbs, who had suffered time and 
time again’ by their depredations, set a 
spring gan in his yard, and, as a natural 
consequence, found a negro thief dead 
there the next morning. This circumstance 
ereated the most intense indignation 
among the negro population, and a large 
mob of them threatened, at one time, the 
life and property of the ea 
taining, by word and deed, their right 
depredate and plunder on the white pub- 
lic, ad libition. The shooting, however, 
gave them a cheek, and fora time there 
was a lull in their operations. 

‘It was but temporary, and again we 
hear daily complaints of robberies by the 
black scoundrels, the latest and most 
daring of which was perpetrated on Mr. 
C. B. Moore, of the tirm of Moore, Eder 
| & Co., vesterday morning about daybreak. 

Mr. Moore, who ‘lives on or near Ray- 
burn ayenue, Was awakened about half- 
past three o'clock by hearing a noise in 
his vard as of some one attempting to 
break into an outhouse. He hastily rose 
and went to the door, opened it, and 
stepped outside, looking all around for 
the depredators. Not seeing anything in 
the yard, he was about to returnto the 
house, when he saw a flash from the 
top of his chicken house (whichis two 
stories high); a report followed and he 
felt that he was wounded in the left arm. 
In an instant after the shot he hearda 
scramble as of one or more persons 
descending the side of the hen house, and 
saw two negroes making rapid strides for 
the dim distance. One of the negroes, 
he thinks that he recognized as one of a 

ang that some weeks ago attempted to 
greak into the same chicken house, but 
were frightened off before making the 
t 


rip. 

A light being brought, an examination 
of his wounds disclosed that Mr. Moore 
had been struck above the elbow by two 
balls, within two inches of each other. 
Luckily, the bone was not touched, and 
the wound, though painful and severe, 
was Only atiesh wound, The proximity 
of the balls to each other, and the fact that 
there was but one report, leads Mr. Moore 
to think that the pistol was double-har- 
reled; and that both barrels were dis- 
charged at onee, 

In vetting away, one of the villains left 
lis hat and a sack, Which may lead to his 
detection, We sincerely hope that it may, 
and that when he is eaught he may be 


brought before Judge Foute, who we 
warrant will give him ‘* justice.”’
